his Approach the Janiffaries abandon’d it, leaving 

Cannon behind them. 

Next Day the General made the neceflary Prepa- 
rations to attack the Caftle of Precop, in two Places, 
upon which the Turks fent out a Couple of Officers 
to defire a Capitulation, and quitted the Place the 
Day following, to the Number of 2254 Men. In 
this Caftle they left 84 Brafs Guns, and a great 
Quantity of Ammunition and Provifions. The 
Count de Munich immediately put 800 Grenadiers 
into it. 

‘On the 23d of May Te Deum was fung in the 
Army, with a triple Salvo of the Small Arms, and 
Count Munich enter’d into the Pofleffion of the 
Lines and Forts taken from the Enemy. He de- 
tach’d a confiderable Body towards the Dnieper, to 
obferve the Motions of the Turks and Tartars that 
might come from Oczakoff, or that way, to difpute 
their Paflage, and he march’d, with the reft of the 
Army, towards Bacciefaray, which is the Capital of 
Crim Tartary, and the Refidence of it’s Kan. 

A Fire broke out here on the 14th, in the Palace of 
Perfian Ambaflador, which was almoft intirely 
utdown ; neverthelefs that Minifter caus’d a Fire- 

ork to be play'd off here next Day, by way of Re- 
icing for the Defeat of the Tartars.
